The big pond- 
snails of the tropics have been found alive 
in logs of mahogany im ported from H on­ 
duras ; and M. Gaillard carried some from 
Egypt to Baris, packed in sawdust. 
In ­ 
deed, it isn’t easy to ascertain the lim it cf 
their endurance, for Mr. Laid lay, having 
placed a num ber in a draw er for this very 
purpose, found them rlive after five years’ 
torpidity, although in the warm climate of 
Calcutta. 
The pretty snails, called cyclos- 
tomas, which have a lid to their shells, are 
well-known to survive imprisonm ent of 
many months ; but iu the ordinary open­ 
m outhed land-snails such cases are even 
more remarkable. 
Several of the enor­ 
mous tropical snails often used to decorate 
cottage mantlepieces, brought by Lieuten­ 
ant Greaves from Valparaiso, revived after 
being packed, some for thirteen, others for 
tw enty months. 
In 184'J Mr. Pickering 
received from Mr. W ollaston a basketful 
of M adeira snails (of tw enty or th irty dif­ 
ferent kinds),three-fourths of which proved 
to be alive, after several m onths' confine­ 
ment, including a sea voyage. 
Mr. Wal- 
laston has himself recorded the fact th at 
specimens of two M adeira snaiis survived 
a fast and imprisonment in pill boxes of 
two years and a half duration, and th at 
larue num bers of a small species, brought 
to England at the same time, were all liv­ 
ing after being inclosed in a dry bag for a 
year and a half.—[Cornhill Magazine. 


T hf. T e h u a n t e p e c S h i p 
R a il r o a d . — 
Oce of the leading engineers of the Eads 
ship canal, in a letter published by per­ 
mission in the Panama Star and Jfera/tl, 
says ; Since I wrote you I have bien sit 
over the isthm us on foot and horsebick, in 
steam launches or in canoes. 
I have found 
th at all previous surveys seemed to tik e it 
for granted there was but one route across 
on the A tlantic side, and one expedition 
after tho other had blindly played fcl ow 
the leader over it. 
Tnis route had wagon 
and mule roads along it the whole way. 
Finding indications of better country for 
onr purposes, but in the woods, I went 
into it, leaving the wagon and m u l! reads, 
and by dint of some good hard work have 
succeeded in procuring a line over the 
roughest section of the isthm us th at had 
most agreeably surprised our people in 
New York, as it was entirely un^xpeited. 
The first transit line ever run across the 
isthm us was finished by us on the IGth of 
August last—distance being 150 miles. 
You can form an idea of the difficulty of 
Bicuríng a good line when one is not per­ 
m itted to use any curves of less then fif­ 
teen miles radius. 
Everything indicates 
that this enterprise is going ahead swim­ 
mingly. 


T h e C o r i n t h C a n a l .— Some further de­ 
tails have been received respecting the 
ship canal now being cut, in the most lit­ 
eral sense of the word, through the Isth- 
muB of Corinth. 
The actual length of the 
canal, when finished, will be just under 
four miles 
The entrance to the canal will 
be 32S feet wide, diminishing to 72 feet, the 
depth 2G feet. 
The nature of the ground 
through which this canal has to be cut is 
composed of three distinct kinds—firstly, 
from the Gulf of Corinth, through a plain 
consiiting of sand and alluvial soil, for a 
distance of just over three-quarters of a 
mile ; seccnd'y, through a mountain range 
varying in hight from 130 to 260 feet, of 
the length of 2 j m iles; thirdly, beyond 
the mountain range to the sea, in the Bay 
of Calamaki, the propoeed canal will trav ­ 
erse a little plain of the length of about 
two-Sfths of a mile, composed of alluvial 
soil and rocks. 
The contract price of the 
work is about §5,000,000.—[M ining and 
Scientific Press. 


A n I m m e n s e D a m .—A French engineer 
in Brazil has lately been selected to con­ 
struct w hat will probably be, when com­ 
pleted, the largest dam in the worid. 
The 
main dam will be 940 feet long by 58 feet 
high, and two smaller ones will close side 
depressions. 
This work wi 1, it is calcu­ 
lated, back the w ater over 1,500 acres, and 
retain 14,000,000 cubic m eters of water, 
sufficient to provide for all the cattle of the 
regions during three years, and for the irri­ 
gation of 5,000 acres of flat bottom land 
alongside the river bed below.

agaiust the vile books and papers now in 
such general circulation. 
Keep ou and 
ma\ success attend your efforts ! 
As you 
express the wish th at the pulpit were more 
outspoken on this subject, allow me to re­ 
ply th at you may cot be aware how much 
is said, as the daily press seldom makes 
any report of church services. B at I agree 
with you th at more effort should be put 
forth by both pulpit and press. 
Cannot 
we have iu Sacramento an ordinance pro­ 
hibiting the circulation in this city of cer­ 
tain of the worst of the flashy illustrated 
papers, as has been done iu some Eastern 
cities! 
Apropos of the whole subject, I 
take the liberty of ofl’ering for publication 
the following extract from a lecture on 
“ Books and Reading,” delivered by m ein 
W estm inster Church on a Sabbath eveuing 
last March, and reeeutly repeated before 
the V. M. C. A. of this city :¡ 
Another class of books w hich are posi­ 
tively bad ami m ust be wholly avoided, is 
made up of those which are directly im­ 
moral and vicious. 
The m arket is flooded 
w ith these, and the young people of this 
and other communities are reading them 
to a degree of which few persons are 
aware. 
Most of these are w orks of fiction 
in prose, some are books of poetry, some 
are stories of real occurrences. 
Bat ali 
agree iu describing the crimes and vices 
and follies of men aud women in such a t­ 
tractive language th at a strong tem ptation 
at once stares the reader in the face. Many 
of the French novels are of this class ; 
books th at could not be read aloud in a 
mixed company, books th at cannot be read 
in private w ithout leaving a stain upon the 
mind. 
I took occasion once to look at the 
alcove of French novels in a public library 
of San Fraucisco. I found them well worn 
ami thumbed, showing th at they hail many 
it iders, while the works 
on 
science, 
biography and history were almost as 
bright in appearance as when they came 
from the binders. 
Many of the boys aud 
youDg men are injured more by books 
recounting the adventures of great crim ­ 
inals, such as the life of Jesse Jam es, or 
by flashy weekly illustrated papers like 
the Police Gazette. 
You will see them read­ 
ing these things in street cars and on 
curbstones, literally devouring them, as if 
their life depended on it. 
W hat is the 
lesult ? 
Such facts as the following, which 
recently occurred, and were reported in 
the R e c o r d -U n io n : 
A Yo itiih l Burglar — A boy, als ut 16 w are of 
age, was arrested > esterJa.i by officer EMred, jtist 
as he was prei.ar.ng to leave the city on tin St I ,k 
ton train. 
He was taken to the station-house at-d 
charged with burylary. 
He bad several " blood 
and thunder” novels on his person when arrested, 
and, when seen b\ a ItEcORP-UsiON representathe io 
his of 11 yesterday, he was pcrchc-i on the sill of tbe 
circular-grated window, eagerly devouring one of 
the volumes. 
VVi.nhrld (Ks ). February 1st. 
Young Cobb, who 
shot and mortally wounded SheritT Shcnueman 
some days ago, and who a few days before shot and 
killed a Constable in Jefferson county, was taken 
out of jail here tbii morning bv a party of masked 
men, and hanged to the railroad bridge on the ou t­ 
skirts of the town. 
He stated that he had been led 
to the committal of lawless acts by reading the ex- 
pi. its of Jesse Janus and other desperado s. 
The 
body hung at the bridge most of the day, and hun­ 
dreds of people wet t out to look at it. 
A bookseller of Sacramento gave me the 
figures, showing the circulation cf some of 
these periodicals in this commuuity, and 1 
will give then) to you th at you may real­ 
ize how the young people of this city are 
being depraved. 
The Police Gazette and 
i'oiice Xetcs are two of the wor-st publica­ 
tions. 
Their columns of reading m atter 
are tilled w ith accounts of crime, and in­ 
trigue aud debauchery. 
Their flesh-col­ 
ored pages are covered w ith pictures of 
criminal adventures of men, and the naked 
bodies of women. 
Their special desigu 
is to inflame lust and passion. 
Five hun­ 
dred copies of those papers are circulated 
every week in this city. 
Besides these, 
are story papers of similar character, only 
a grade or half a grade above, such as the 
X< w York 
Weekly, Saturday S ig h t and 
Fireside Companion. 
Of these papers 2 500 
copies come to Sacramento every week. 
A paper called the Boys o f N ew York, 
and a series of publications called the 
“ W ideawake L ibrary,” circulate here to 
the extent of 200 weekly, and are doing 
untold damage among the boys of Sacra­ 
mento. 
Besides these there are other pub­ 
lications, which are so vile th at their trans- 
micsiou through the mails is prohibit -d. 
But they are in circulation and are read. 
If this audienoe could know Lhe extent 
of the influence of bad books and papers 
in the U nited S tites of America you would 
be amazed and shocked. 
The very springs 
of intellectual life are being fouled, and 
the future citizens of our country are being 
inoculated w ith poison which by aud by 
wiil appear in the aunals of social vice and 
political crime. 
It is very little to say simply th at these 
bad books and papers should not be read. 
They are read, and will be read by thou­ 
sands, who know us not nor care for our 
example or advice. 
We m ust be aroused 
to concerted action on the subject. 
All 
honor to Anthony Comstock, of New York, 
and his co-workers, who have been fighting 
these evils so manfully and eo successfully. 
All shame upon the publishers.of these in­ 
decent books and papers. 
Ju st was the 
punishm ent of the infidel, I). M. Bennett, 
who lectured in Sacramento a year or two 
ago against Christianity, but neglected to 
mention the fact th at he had been im pris­ 
oned in New Voik for sending vile and 
obscene books through the mails to corrupt 
the youth of America. 
All shame to Rob­ 
ert Ingersoll, who signed his name to a pe­ 
tition addressed to Congress for the repeal 
of the law forbidding obscene publications 
to go through the mails. Even th at blatant 
orator, however, became ashamed of his 
performance, and afterw ard went up in a 
craven way and had his name removed 
from the petition. 
All honor to those who 
have organized to beat down vile literature 
and bail books of all grades, by cultivating 
the public taste for good books of all 
kinds. 
All honor to those publishers who 
are now bringing oat valuable works in a 
form so cheap th at any one may buy. 
All 
honor to the Cnautauqua Literary and Sci­ 
entific Circle, who have practically demon­ 
strated th at it is possible to interest young 
people in a system atic course of reading 
aud study, and are doing as much, per­ 
haps, as any one voluntary institution in 
the land to counteract the influence of bad 
literature. 
H e ought all to help these various kinds 
of effort by our example and precept. 
It 
is the especial duty of Christians, and of 
the Church as an organized body, to do 
this. 
Are you fighting on the right side in 
this contest ? 
May God help His true soldiers in this 
community to win a great and a glorious 
victory.

MOUNTAINS. 


FRANKLIN 
ITEMS. 


A correspondent at Franklin fnrnijhes the 
following: 
W ill Gillelan, of Paradise valley, Nev., 
visited relatives in Franklin this weik. 
Mrs. C. Hewetf, of Sacramento, is visiting 
here, the guest of Mrs. Henry Ehrhardt. 
Chirles Weinrich, of Sacramento, was in 
Franklin last Tuesday. 
Mrs. George Roys has been very ill for 
same time, but is now slowly improving. 
The school in Point Pleasant District re­ 
opened last week. 
Mies H attie Parker is 
teacher. 
Uocle George Crum has been visiting in 
Franklin this week, bu*. strange to say, has 
not killed any more geese. 
Mr. Kloss is building a new fence around 
his ranch. 
I t would be a great improvement 
in the appearance of the ranches if several 
other farmers would follow his example. 
Mrs. Jesse D, rr had the misfortune to fall 
and sprain her ankle several days since. 
Mrs. Henry Derr has gone to Woodland to 
visit her daughter, Mrs. Corb Barr. 


An expedition under the command of 
H. H . Johnston, who has but recently re­ 
turned from the Congo, will set out in 
March to explore the snow-capped peak, 
M ount Kilimanjaro, in Eastern Equatorial 
Africa. 


E o s . R e c o r d U n io n : Having for many 
Years been a resident of tho mountains, 
and of the section to some extent affected 
by the decision of Judge Sawyer, 1 have 
been much interested iu the comments and 
: criticism s which it has called forth and 
! which have from time to tim e appeared in 
your paper. 
It is not proposed at this time to ques­ 
tion the correctness or justice of this de­ 
cision : the fiat has gone forth, and w ithout 
doubt, as good eitv.ena, the miners affected 
will subm it to all the requirements of the 
law, however dtatastefu! to them and how­ 
ever injurious to their present prosperity. 
That this decision will seriously damage, 
if not ruin, many mining companies cannot 
be questioned ; that it will cause great loas 
by deprecia’.io \ of value*, and, for a time, 
iu the lessening of population iu the m in­ 
ing counties, is beyond a doubt. 
Tho 
thought th a t the mining counties have 
through this decision received their death­ 
blow, as some assert, canuot for a moment 
be entertained by auy careful thinking 
mind. 
The residents of the m ountains are 
as energetic and ÍLtslligent acias* of people 
as can be found iu the State. Many of the 
old pioneers have here made their homes, 
and are as enterprising aud persevering as 
in the golden days of their youth. 
To 
these men a few cloudy days do not be­ 
token ettrn al night, nor does the closing of 
one branch of industry bring upon them 
idleness, pauperism or starvation. 
The 
great treasure-house of the Sierras has no' 
yet been exhausted, although one door to 
it may now bo closed ; yet there are other 
entrances easily to bo found, aud the golden 
stream may bo made to run again as freely 
as before. 
Men who have been content to 
be at the beck and call of others will be­ 
come their own masters, and they will seek 
for those hidden treasures so surely to be 
found by the iudustrious and peí severing. 
As has been said, but few of tho hy­ 
draulic mioes wiil pay for drifting ; 
those 
of them that can he made to pay by . hat 
process will all be worked, 
The famous 
“ blue lead ” has not been exhausted, and 
ui tim e can and will be fully explored ami 
opened. 
Tho many ravines and gulches 
yet remaining uuprospeoted will be taken 
and worked by the aid of the w ater set 
free irom its present use. 
As tho tailings 
and debris in the rivors run down they 
will leave a deposit of gold which it will 
take many y ears to extract : 
and, by tho 
way, this class of mining is already becom­ 
ing very remunerative. 
Quartz mining is in its infancy. 
Tho 
mountains aud hills arc many of them 
ribbed and seamed with gold-bearing lodes, 
which will pay a profit when economically 
worked by water-power. 
This industry, 
when fully developed, will cause the erec­ 
tion of foundries and machino shops, giv­ 
ing steady employment to a largo num ber 
oi skilled mechanics. 
The demand for all kinds of lumber for 
use in the valleys is steadily increasing, 
and, when the means of transportation are 
provided, the vast forests of the Sierras 
will furnish an almost inexhaustible supply 
of cord wood, shakes, shingles, posts, tim ­ 
bers, etc., the value of which cannot to 
estim ated. 
And when w ater power can be 
had, there is nothing to prevent the ship­ 
m ent of lumber in a m anufactured state, 
such as doors, windows, blinds, etc. 
To 
those loving a pastoral life, there is un­ 
bounded room for their flocks and herds, 
open and free to all. 
Farming In the less 
elevated portions of the mining section has 
always been rem unerative ; grain and hay 
are sure crops ; fuuits and berries of all 
kinds grow profusely, and aro of a quali­ 
ty and flavor unsurpassed. 
The prin­ 
cipal drawback is the cost of transporta­ 
tion to » m arket, bnt th at iu time may and 
doubtless will be remedied. 
W ine-making

wall and itself retain the wealth which ia 
uow carried beyond our border.

Lecture ol Emily Faithfull—The Schu­ 
mann Club—Abbott Opera—Art 
and Social Notes. 


San Francisco, February 6, 1SS4, 
The slight excitement that prevailed for 
the past fortnight about the Bodie stocks 
made a look into the San Francisco Stock 
Exchange interesting. 
It is a beautiful 
building, rich and solid, granite pillars, 
tiled 
floors and hardwood everywhere. 
Besides the hall for the meeting of the 
Stock Board, there are offices of mining 
companies and luxurious lawyers’ offices. 
A visitor to the Stock Board takes the ele­ 
vator from the first to the second floor, is 
met by a youthful clerk, who opens a pair 
of 
ominous swinging green doors, the 
visitor passes within them and finds him­ 
self in the ladies’ gallery, something like 
the same institution in the Senate Chamber 
at Washington, only on a much smaller 
scale. 
After the Stock Exchange was 
finished it was discovered that the ac- 
coustics were wretched, and, as hearing 
played an important part in stock transac­ 
tions, numerous expedients were resorted 
to to remedy the evil. 
The one that en- 
duies is a great spidery system of wires 
starting from a focus suspended over the 
middle of the floor and radiating in a 
myriad of lines 
in every 
direction. 
Through these the observer looks down 
on the floor from the ladies’ gallery, 


THE OPENING SCENE. 
At 11 o’clock a hollow bell eonnded,

When the scene you have just witnessed 
was intensified fifty fold ; when the men 
were a thousand instead of a hundred; 
when the sums were fabulous, the excite­ 
ment maddening; when every stock called 
was I ke a battle-cry, putting new fever 
and fervor into the hot contestants ; the 
days when Keene used to hold himself 
aloof at one side of the seething mass, 
meditating some great coup, and then hurl 
himself a corjx perdu, as the French say, 
among the speculators, with some sensa­ 
tional bid or challenge involving a million 
of money. 
A strange spectacle, that bull 
and bear bating ; but no one could wish 
such days and scenes back again. 


LECTURE OF MISS FAITHFULL. 
Against that insanity and all it meanB, 
Miss Emily Faithful! lectured Monday 
night, calling her address “ Modern Shams 
and Extravagance.” 
She was given the 
handsomest church in the city ir which to 
speak—not half as well known under its 
own 
name 
(the 
First 
Congregational 
Church) as under the name of the vener­ 
ated pastor who filled its pulpit so long and 
ably—Dr. Stone’s Church. 
The ceiling of 
the gothic naive and galleries is finished in 
parallelograms of pale blue, with whits re­ 
liefs ; the organ fills up what weald he the 
chancel of an Epi-copal church, the railing 
about it being richly draped with deep 
crimson plush ; the woodwork is rich, and 
on a high platform just iu front of the 
organ rail are the minister’s chair, the 
reading desk and two tables, adorned on 
Monday night with 
flowers. 
It was 
thought-awakening to hear the fearless, 
stirring words Miss I'aithfull spoke on the 
tendency of wealth and the w. rahip of it 
to turn society into a horde of beings in 
whom intellect and high feeling arc smoth­ 
ered under the load of creature comforts 
and riorhid pleasures. 
She arraigned wo­ 
men that they deliberately turned away 
from and refused to recognize the suffering 
and misery beyond their own boudoirs ; the 
high-born that they did not appreciate 
the responsibility of their position as ex­ 
amples to those coming ait ir and watching 
their every movement and aping their 
spirit. 
The aulience did not applaud 
much, the appeal was too earuest for that, 
but they listened intently. 
She struck 
bttter than she knew in deploring the 
worse than waste of huge fortunes in the 
hands of those without the culture to know 
how to use it. 
She has a beautiful voice, 
that carries to the farthest corner of a 
hall. 
She lectures agaiu Thursday night 
on the woman question. Strangely enough 
she began her public life through ridiculing 
the uncouth, grotesque doings of the pio­ 
neers in the first movements for the reform 
of woman's condition, then gradually sho 
discerned the glimmer of truth at the bot­ 
tom of the well of words, and be ;an a 
career of philanthropy and helpfulness. 
How far she “ goes 111 fo r” the emancipa­ 
tion of women we shall see Thursday night. 
She has some funny experiences sometimes. 
One day when she was engaged in conver­ 
sation with a visit ir there was a tap at the 
door. 
Miss liobtrison, the young srere- 
ttry, went to see who it was, and came 
back with the information that it was a 
woman with no name to send, and no busi­ 
ness in liait cular, who wished to sec Miss 
Faithfull, simply to sec her, “ tho great 
woman.” 
“ Give her a ticket for the lect­ 
ure, Charlotte," said Miss Faithfull to her 
secretary; “ if I let her in now she will 
say to my fa.-e all those things about my 
greatness, ami it is too embarrassing."

Paris is the only city that has more 
shade trees than Washington. 
There are 
now fió,000, covering 125 miles. 
No city 
in the world has planted trees so syste­ 
matically. 
Yet this has been done within 
a few years. The streets are supplied from 
three large nurseries, where there is now a 
stock of 60,000 small trees. 
Several thou­ 
sand of the trees came from a slip brought 
from Baltimore in the pocket of one of the 
Commissioners. Less than §5,000 has been 
expended in the purchase of trees, and tbe 
entire annual cost of raising, planting and 
protecting is less than MO,000. 
The larg­ 
est item of expense is the boxing, to pro­ 
tect the trees against horses and vandal­ 
ism. In some cases a skeleton iron boxing is 
used. 
The wooden boxes are made at the 
Government Industrial School at a cost of 
35 cents each, and about 30 000 are put up 
or renewed yearly. 
The cost is borne in 
equal Bhares by the Government and prop­ 
erty ownere. 
The varieties of maple, 
chiefly soft maple, are most numerous. 
There arc also sugar maple, Norway ma 
pie, sycamore maple, scarlet maple, the 
American elm, American linden, button­ 
wood, box elder, American ash, tulip pop­ 
lar, aspen poplar, Carolina poplar, Ken­ 
tucky coffee, gincho, horse chestnut, Eu­ 
ropean linden, honey locust, catalpa, sweet 
gum, weeping elm, eucalyptus, cypress, 
etc. 
The trees on strtets are planted at 
the curb. 
Oa the avenues they are four 
abreast, one at either curb, and one near 
the buildirg line in the wide “ parking,” 
so that they form an arched arbor above 
the sidewalks. The finest single street will 
be Massachusetts avenue, where lindens 
are planted four abreast throughout four 
miles, recalling the famous Unter den Lin­ 
den in Berlin.—[Indoors ami Outdoors. 


CHRISTIAN 
MORALITY. 


Among other modest demands made by 
the Association of New England Free- 
Thinkere, is one to the effect that all laws 
enforcing Christ an morality bu repealed. 
The members of the association do not, so 
far as appears in the telegraphic repoit of 
their meeting, cl >im to have a superior arri­ 
cia of morality ready for uss in the place 
of the old one. 
All they ask is that the 
one now in use bo abolishel so far as re­ 
scinding all laws bearing on the matter can 
accomplish that end. 
The action of this 
body is a fair sample 1 1 what free-thinkers, 
so-called, would like 
to 
bring about. 
C.iristiin morality is based on no dogmas ; 
it involves no belief in the tenets of par­ 
ticular sects ; compels tho acceptance of no 
] creeds. 
The laws on which it is based 
were given by the Great Examiner in rc- 
ply to a lawyer. 
They are brief, but they 
comprehend everything. 
Live God with 
all thy heart, soul and mind, and love thy 
neighbor as thyself. 
Existing human laws 
compel neither. 
The individual is left free 
to become a free-thicker if he sees fit. He 
need not love hie neighbor to satisfy the 
law. 
But he must act toward his neighbor 
in such a way as not to interfere with his 
rights or disturb the peace of the com­ 
munity. 
In point of fact only the morali­ 
ty deemed necessary to the pulllC welfare 
by all men, whether Christians or not, is 
what the law- compels. 
It is this that the 
free-thinkers style distinctively Christian 
and ask may be abolished. 
The truth is 
that these people who call themselves free­ 
thinkers are very narro / thinkers, indeed. 
Free to think as they please, they confine 
their thoughts to a narrow groove, and 
would compel ail the world to conform to 
their few- ideas. 
They are the moral bigots 
: of the age.—[Chicago Ne ws. 


Its Description and Uses—Greater Yields 
of Wheat In Les3 Area—Some 
Ground Notes

A real novelty ha3 
this winter been introduced into book- j 
binding by Eiliott Stock, in connection i 
with his fac simile first edition of “ The 1 
Kt'ligio Medici.” 
This volume, which lias 
more than usual interest because it shows 
the actual spilling and wording of the 
famous treatise as it was written ay the 
author for his own edification and pub­ 
lished surreptitiously by the printer, is 
bound apparently between two slabs of 
oak, biautifally grained and figured in low 
relief with a graceful eeroll pattern. 
A 
close examination, however, shows that 
the wood is not solid, the fact being that 
some ingenious inventor has discovered a 
device whereby solid oak (in this case the 
w ood came from an old chest) caa be cut in 
slices of about the tiiickm ssof drawing- 
paper, so softened »s to receive the impres­ 
sion of a stamped pattern, and being then 
folded over a binding of card board, made 
to present the appearance of carved oak.— 
[Fall Mall Gazette. 


A food plant, new to California, is called 
to notice by Professor E. \Y. Hilgard, of 
the State University, he having secured a 
Back of fresh seed of the plant for experi­ 
mental 
planting. 
It is the "q u in o a” 
(pronounced kinnoh-a) 
plant of Chile. 
Professor Hilgard, in Bulletin No. 5 from 
the Agricultural Experiment Station of the 
University, says : 


The quinoa plant (Chenopoilium Quinoa) 
belongs to the natural family which, among 
important culture plants, such as the beet 
and spinach, contains a large proportion of 
the most common weeds, viz : The various 
kinds of goosefoot, the “ lamb’s quarter,” 
and others. 
The quinoa plant is very 
similar to a kind of “ lamb’s quarter ’ that 
grows 
abundant'y on the 
Sacramento 
river, and is esteemed as a good feed 
for sheep and fowls. 
But the seeds of the 
quinoa are larger, being absut the sizs of 
a mustard seed. 
This seed, which is 
borne in great abundance, and, when 
cleaned of its dark-colored husk, is white, 
is a common article of food in the high 
plateau and mountain districts of Chile 
and Peru ; it is made into cakes, or eat n 
boiled as porridge, or in soups. 
Its flavor 
is 8emewhat peculiar—•“ beany ”—but it is 
very nutritious. 
As it will grow in any 
climate adapted to the potato, it has been 
cultivated to some extent in France and 
Germany, but for its leaves (which are used 
as a pot-herb like spiuaeh, and for forage) 
rather than for the seed, the latter being 
there chiefly used as food for towls. These 
would probably also be its main uses in 
California, where it would find its most 
congenial climates in the coast regions, and 
in the high valleys of the Sierras. 
A high 
summer temperature is not favorable to it. 
Aacordiug to the statement of a letter ad­ 
dressed to Dickson de \\ olf & Co., of San 
Francisco, by the sender of the present in­ 
voice of seed, the latter is sown in spring, 
broadcast, on light soils, then 
lightly 
brushed ÍD, and irrigated gently so as not 
to form a crust. 
The seed comes up quick­ 
ly, and according to European practice, is 
then thinned out, first to four, and later to 
twelve inches apart. 
It is also sometimes 
sown in seed beds and then transplanted 
into drills. 
The development of the plant 
is rapid, like that of spring grain. 
When 
the seed is ripe the plant is cut and 
thrashed like grain ; the separation of the 
husk is usu ■Ly a separate operation, as in 
the case of rice or barley, but the seed 
now received is hultess and white. 
When 
irrigated, after cutting the stem for use as a 
pat-herb or for forage, the plant continues 
to put out frc-sh Laves during the Beason 
until frost. The quinoa will read ily bear rich 
and freshly manured soils, hut does well on 
land only moderately rich. Now that a sup­ 
ply of good seed has been secured, its mer 
its for cultivation In California should be 
thoroughly tested. 
The seed of the plant 
will be mailed to applicants in packages of 
one-half pound or one pound, as may be 
desired, upon remittance of the correspond­ 
ing expense—10 cents or 20 cents. 
Larger 
quantities may be forwarded to a few who 
may wish to make the trial on a larger 
scale. 
L'pwards of 250 applications for 
planti heretofore offered for distribution 
have been received, atul notice íb gJven 
that the supply of all but the following is 
exhausted: Catalpa, New- Zealand flax, 
ramie, insect-powder plant, and Angola 
Panic (evergreen millet). 
Under the suggestive heading of “ Fewer 
AcreB aud 51 ore \\ heat,” the .1/¡Uiny 11 orl/l 
has an article upon the profitable result of 
cultivating wheat, which is of interest, as 
showing what may be done on a small area 
of ground, a9 compared with the present 
yield under ordinary methods. 
It says : 
It has often been asserted by advanced 
agriculturists that if wheat, either spring 
or winter, is sown in drills far enough 
apart to admit of using a hor6e-hoc between 
the rows, both to keep down weeds and 
loosen and aerate the so l, tbe yield might 
be increased to a marvelous extent more 
than it now is in this country. 
In proof of 
this, a recent observing and intelligent 
travelerin Belgium gives ttie mode of cult­ 
ure there and the yield, which sometimes, 
with very favorable weather for harvest, 
reaches as high as 150 bushels per acre. 
This is one of the most fertile, prosperous, 
and most populous countries in the world, 
supporting 481.71 persons to the square 
mile, against 13 ‘J2 in the United States 
and 210 02 in Germany. 
W inter wheat 
is a staple crop there on their high- 
priced small farms of only an acre or 
two. 
The land is highly manured in au­ 
tumn, well harrowed several times, and 
got into the best possible condition. 
The 
grain is sown ia the fall in seed beds, very 
thickly on the highest and best location, 
where it is not likely to be winter-killed, 
or injured by any casualty, such as over­ 
flowing or drowning out. or smothering 
under the snow. 
In the spring the main 
fields are again dressed up and marked 
out in drills the proper distance. 
When 
the wheat has grown sufficiently to be 
moved, it is thinned out by bsing taken 
up. separated from tbe thick stools, and 
planted in the drills ovith a tool called the 
dibble, which makes a hole the proper 
depth, into which the wheat roots are in­ 
serted, pressing the earth tight against 
them with the foot. 
This work is usually 
intrusted to half-grown Soys and girls, a 
man sorting out the wheat plants in order 
that those of the same siza may ha placed 
together, that the field may grow even and 
regular. When the plants have commenced 
growing, the soil is thoroughly and con­ 
stantly stirred, either by means of hand or 
horse power. 
Every weed and ail foreign 
planls are destroyed, and nothing but what 
is wanted, the article itself, is allowed to 
grow. 
There are very seldom any exten­ 
sive failures of crops thus carefully and 
scientifically grown. 
The yield is a quan­ 
tity never imagined or heard of in this 
country, and the crop always aud surely 
pays the cultivator. 
It is asserted that 
such paius would not pay to apply to crops 
in this country. 
But we do not go to the 
opposite extreme. 
Has it ever been tried 
here ? It certainly would pay satisfactory 
if applied to choica varieties in small quan­ 
tities, about to be used for seed. 
It is cer­ 
tainly better to till one acre and get a crop 
now raised on four acres, than to try the 
four and only raise half a crop, which ia 
now so o'ten tho case here. 
A gentleman writing to the R e c o r d - 
U n io n from .Stony creek, a few days 
since, says : 
“ Your correspondent from 
Colusa, on the 2fith ultimo, made a very- 
grave error re girding the crop outlook in 
this vicinity. 
In my direction, within 
five miles from the Olimpo school-house, 
011 Stony creek, there has not been a time 
this season when tho crops did not look 
well enough. 
The farmers allow their 
hogs and cattle to graze on the wheat and 
barley, which ought to be sufficient evi­ 
dence that they are not suffering fiom 
drought. 
And to «ffirni what I say, I will 
inclose a sample of summer-faliow-sown 
wheat and volunteer barley. 
The wheat 
was pulled on the 5tn of January, and 
measured nearly two feet; the barley 
measures twcuiy-live inches, after hanging 
a month in tbe house. 
The description 
given of Tehama county crops, in the same 
issue, would have been much more applica­ 
ble as far south as the ’ Butte Ranch,’ 
which is about six miles south of Stony 
creek. 
Summer-fallowing is the order of 
the day here with large farmers, and small 
ones are still busy winter-sowing. 
I gen­ 
erally sow barley until the 1st of April, 
with good results for hay or pastuie. 
Last 
year I sowed alfalfa oa some very rich 
bottom land on the 1st day of May, and it 
is doing well, some of it producing seed 
last fall. 
S une of my neighbors sow al­ 
falfa in the fall, and it does well. 
1 would 
like to know, from the readers of tho R ec­ 


o r d U n io n who may have had experience 
with alfalfa, which is the best and proper 
time of the year to sow it.” [We shall be

protected during the summer with a monnd 
of coarse sand or a covering of paper 
should not neglect to remove the protec­ 
tion before cold weather sets in, and care­ 
fully examine the trees to mike sure that 
no worms have hatched out. 
If the trees 
have been examined in September, as they 
should have been, whate\-er worms that 
have been able to avoid the protection 
would have been very small, not much 
more than one-fourth of an inch in length, 
and so near the surface of the bark tbat, 
by scraping with a knife, his lodging-place 
could have readily lieen discovered and the 
worm destroyed ; but if the work of ex­ 
amination has been delayed until the last 
of October, the worm will have increased 
very much 
in size 
and 
have 
eaten 
his way down from four to six inches 
from 
where 
the 
egg was 
hatched; 
as the worm proceeds downward he will 
penetrate tbe bark nearer to the wood, so 
by the 1st of November he may be found 
between the inner bark and the wood of 
the tree. 
A worm that had advanced to 
this stage has caused a permanent injury 
to the tree by making a defect which fur­ 
nishes one of the best places for depositing 
the eggs for another generation. 
The 
miller rarely ever deposits an egg on a 
smooth 
surface, but almost invariably 
selects some defection, and if a mound, so 
much the better ; in such places the eggs 
are protected before they hatch, and the 
littls worms when hatched find a moist 
place to start life in ; this is impo rtant, for 
if they should hatch out on a hard, smooth 
surface they would find it very difficult 
to eat their first breakfast, especially if 
they should chance to commence life during 
dry weather. 
One of the secrets of keep­ 
ing borers from an orchard is to keep the 
trunk of the tree protected during May, 
June, July and August up to a point 
where the tree is smooth, but no protec­ 
tion should be fully relied on ; the trees 
should be carefully examined twice a year 
—first in May, when the protection should 
be placed around the tree, and in the 
autumn, when the protection is removed. 
A correspondent of the Country Gentle­ 
man says : Some of our most successful 
gardeners have adopted a new mnlch for 
strawberries, and find it to be the best they 
have tried. 
It consists of coarse gravel 
sand (from underground pits) applied even­ 
ly about three inches thick. 
There are no 
weed aeede in sand, and if the ground is 
rolled, to level all irregularities, and sand 
carefully applied, no weeds will Bee the 
li"ht. 
It is thought that the sand makes 
the berries earlier and sweeter, as it is 
much warmer in spring than other mulches. 
Sand is a wonderful improvement to our 
clay soils. 
A home Btrawberry bed is very 
often desired to be permanent, and it can 
only be made so by keeping runners cut. 
This can be done very rapidly by fixing a 
common rolling cutter to a pair of handles 
and running it close ta the roavs. 
If two 
cutters can be had they may be rigged to 
cut both sidc-s of a row at once. 
It ia well known that lands which pro- 
dnce pine, whoitleberry, sorrel, etc., are 
acid, ami will not produce sweet grasses 
and valuable field crops and fruits uutil the 
acidity is destroyed by lime or ashes, or 
something that will neutralize or destroy 
the aciditv. 
Professor C. M. Reed, of 
Hudson, Ohio, lately gave to the. Ohio 
State Agricultural Convention an account 
of a field where the soil wsb so acid tbat 
nothing but sorrel would grow. 
But 
“ chemistry,” says he, “ suggested the ap­ 
plication of lime and ashes, aud one belt 
across the field was treated with lime and 
another with ashes. 
The field was again 
seeded. 
A heavy crop of grass came on 
tho two belts, while the rest remained 
sorrel. 
The remainder was covered with 
lime, and all the sorrel disappeared. 
This 
avaa over twenty years ago, ami the field 
has remained very productia-e ever since.” 
To cure sheep skins for home use, with 
or without the wool, ami to prepare sheep 
skins and cattle hides for market : If the 
skins are green, lay the skin tlesh up, and 
spread equal parts of salt, saltpeter aud 
alum, pulverized finely ; roll the skins 
closely aud let them lie for a few days. 
Then wash thoroughly and scrape off any 
flesh that may iemain on the skin, 
Then 
soak the skins for twenty-four hours iu a 
weak solution of sal soda, borax and soap. 
Then wash in soap suds aud soak again in 
a weak solution of alum and salt, equal 
parts. 
Then wash in warm water and dry. 
Then avork tho skin to soften by rolling 
and rubbing. 
The raav skins of sheep and 
cattle need only salting ami dryiüg for 
market.—[Scientific Press. 
Among the fine specimens of foothill 
fruit recently observed are some oranges of 
the Navel variety from the orange grove of 
Peter Norburg, near l’enryn. 
The largest 
one measured 14 5 8 inches in circumfer­ 
ence the large?* way, by 14 inches meas­ 
ured over the stem and blossom ends. The 
tree was but four years old upon which the 
specimens referred to grew, and yet clus­ 
ters of three matured at the points of small 
branches. 
It evidently remains with the 
people themselves whether or not in the 
near future many of the fruit belts in this 
section of the State shall he strong com­ 
petitors in the Eastern markets with the 
orange groves of southern California. 
A writer in the Scientific Arneeican says: 
“ We clean our premises of rats by making 
whitewash yellow with copperas and cov­ 
ering the stones and rafters in the cellar 
with it. 
In every crevice in which a rat 
may go we put the crystals of the copperas 
and scatter in the corners of the floor. The 
result was a perfect stampede of rats and 
mice. 
Sicce that time not a footfall of 
cither rats or mice has been around the 
house. 
Every spring a coat of the yellow 
wash ia given to the cellar as a purifier and 
rat exterminator.” 
The Wisconsin State Agricultural Socie­ 
ty has held the present week at Madison a 
Farmers' State Convention, lasting five 
days. 
The session began at 9 A. M , and 
forenoon, afternoon aud evening meetings 
were held, at which were discussed all in­ 
dustries carried on upon the farm. 
The 
various subjects 
were opened by afile 
speakers, previously selected, and then a 
free exchange of views by any present fol­ 
lowed. 
Such gatherings of the leading 
producers and comparison of views cannot 
fail of good results. 
Professor A. Nantier has been trying the 
effeot of various manures upon potatoes, 
beets and maiite. 
Superphosphate and 
precipitated phosphate were most effica­ 
cious iu increasing the yield of potatoes. 
Precipitated phosphate proved in every re­ 
spect more beneficial than the superphos­ 
phate with beets. 
The best crops of maiz.e 
were raised from laud treated with the 
manure of the farm yard. 
Professor William Treleasc advises, in 
neighborhoods where phlox mildew pre­ 
vails, picking and burning any lea\-e3 as 
soon as they are affected with the cobwebby 
blotches, which commonly appear on the 
upper surface, and burning the whole 
plant, together with the fallen foliage, at 
the end of the blooming season. 
Carcasses of cows and sheep which have 
died of contagions ciscase in France are 
dieso'ved in sulphuric acid, and the result­ 
ing solution is then treated chemically for 
the recovery of salts, which caD be used as 
mauure. Actua.' trial has shown that there 
is a profit of four francs on every dead 
sheep. 
The northernmost place in the World 
where rye aud oats mature is at Kengis, in 
the Swedish province of Norrbottem, 4'J 
miles to the north of the palar circle, 
whereas the northernmost spot where corn 
is grown is at Muoniovara, 98 miles to the 
north of the circle. 
The system of co-operation in France is 
rapidly extending among farmers for the 
purchase of seeds, manures and implements 
of tiie first quality. 
The members of the 
society bind themselves individually to 
guaraneee the payment of all orders given.

The first physicians of whom mention is 
made in history were those who embalmed 
the Patriarch Jacob (Gen. chap. 50 2), by 
order of Joseph, his eon. 
They are styled 
the servant! of Joseph, whence it appears 
they Mere not priests, for the Egyptian 
priests had too much honor and influence 
with both King and people to be the serv­ 
ants of any man, however exalted the sta­ 
tion. 
The Egyptians attributed the inven­ 
tion of this art to Thoth, or Herms, who 
engraved its principals iu hieroglyphics 
upon pillars. 
These hieroglyphical w rit­ 
ings were supposed to have bsen transcribed 
into boaks by Agathodemon, or the second 
Mercury, which books the priests asserted 
had been preserved in the sacred recesses 
of their temples. 
But the system of medi­ 
cine among tbe Egyptians appears to have 
been nothing better than a collection of ab- 
surdsuperaticions. TheancientGrecks,like­ 
wise, according to the picture which Homer 
gives of them in the 111 ad, seem to have 
possessed but a very low degree of this art. 
Esculapius was the first person among 
them who had any valuable knowledge of 
this kind ; 
and his knowledge, probably 
scanty, procured him such respect that 
after his decease he was deified by his 
countrymen. 
Hippocrates, who claimed 
the honor 0! being the seventeenth iu 
descent from Esculapius, was the first who 
treated of medicine in a regular and ra­ 
tional manner. 
Hippocrates is supposed 
to have lived about 400 years before Christ. 
He is the most aucient author whose w rit­ 
ings on medical art are preserved, and is 
therefore styled the father of medicine, 
lie endeavored to explain the causes of 
the diseases of the human frame and their 
symptoms, to classify them, and to point 
out their preventives or remedies. Ho laid 
doaa-n maxims for the preservation of the 
health ; for the regulation of exercise and 
bathing. 
He appears to ha\-e used purga­ 
tives, emetics, 
venesections, sddoritics, 
moist and dry fomentations, gargles for the 
throat, oils and ointments, cataplasms, 
mixtures composed of various substances 
to soften tumors and disperse swellings, 
and various other compounded medicines. 
Celsus was another celebrated writer on 
the subject of medicine. 
He lived in the 
time of the Roman Emperor Tiberias. 
In 
the reign of Adrian, A. D. 131, lived 
Galen, a native of Pergamus, one of the 
most illustrious men in the annals of med­ 
ical science. 
After the downfall of the 
Roman Empire, the Arabian or Saracenic 
physicians became illustrious for the knowl­ 
edge and practice of the art of medicine. 
To them Europe is indebted for the pre­ 
servation of the medical science of Greece 
and Rome, and likewise for the description 
of many new diseases, and the mode of 
treating them. 
Of these Avicenna was 
the most famous. Their system of medicine 
was introduced into Europe very early with 
great success. 
In the beginning of the six­ 
teenth century, 
Paracelsus, 
a 
famous 
chemist, advanced a new system of medi­ 
cine, founded on chemistry. 
In 1G2S the 
celebrated Harvey demostrateii aud com­ 
municated to the public the important dis- 
coa-ery of the circulation of the blood. 
This overthrew almost all the former sys­ 
tems, aud prepared the way for that highly 
improved state in which the medical art 
exists at present.

The bouI lea\-es the world as pain­ 
lessly a9 it enters it. 
Whatever be tbe 
cause of death, wluther by lingering mal­ 
ady or sudden violence, dissolution comes 
either through synocope or asphyxia. 
Iu 
the latter ease, when resulting from dis­ 
ease, the struggle is long protracted, and 
accompanied by all the visible marks of 
agony which the imagination associates 
with the closing scene of life. 
Death does 
not strike all the organs of the body at the 
same time, and the lungs are the last to 
give up the performance of their functions. 
As death approaches, the latter gradually 
become more and more oppressed ; her09 
tbe rattle. 
Nor is the contact sufficiently 
perfect to change the black venous into the 
red arterial blood. 
An unprepared fluid 
consequently issues from the lungs into the 
heart, and is thence transmitted to every 
other organ in the body. 
The brain re­ 
ceives it, and its energies appear to bs 
lulled thereby into sleep—generally tran­ 
quil sleep—tilled with dreams which impel 
tl-.e dying to murmur out the names of 
friends and tbe occupations Sod recollec­ 
tions of life."—[ScientificPress.

Bernhardt, tbe particulars of which your 
readers have learned by cable, continues to 
create a great deal of excitement. 
The 
sympathy of all classes is with Mme. 
Bernhardt. 
When the great tragedienne, 
a few hours after the private performance 
at Mile. Colombier's house, appeared in 
the first act of “ Nana Sahib " at the thea­ 
ter, the entire audience rose, and received 
her with 
shouts of welcome, and ex­ 
pressions 
of 
sympathy 
were 
heard 
in all parts of the building. 
Mme. Bern­ 
hardt was very pale and greatly agitated, 
but she never played more magnificently. 
No doubt it would have been better ;f she 
had kept away from Mile. Colombier's 
bouse and let public justice condemn the 
abominable book. 
But one could not ex­ 
pect a woman like Sirah, already nervous 
and excited by the long rehearsals of an 
important play, to retain perfect self-con­ 
trol under such aggravating circumstances. 
But now the evil is done. 
The book, of 
which but feM- had heard, would have died 
a natural death, but the actress's pun­ 
ishment of its autlior.has given it acertain 
celebrity. 
It is selling every hour by the 
dozen copies, and a tnird edition has al­ 
ready been 
issued. 
Why did 
Marie 
Colombier 
write 
this 
odious 
book 7 
She 
pretends 
that 
Mme. 
Barn- 
hardt wounded her feelings on several 
occasions in New York, and on one partic­ 
ular occasion at Boston, and got the better 
of her in the financial question of C -lom- 
bier’s engagement for the American tour. 
From that time a formidable hatred took 
possession of Mile. Colombier, which has 
resolved itself into the most disgusting 
book ever printed in France. 
Hatred of a 
great artiste, the greatest on the stage of 
the day—hatred without pity and without 
the slightest shade of human sentiment. 
There are many who believe that the book 
avas written by several enemies of Mme. 
Bernhardt (besides Bonnetaiu)—men who 
have been ardent admirers of the great ac­ 
tress, but to whom she was ever quite in­ 
different. 
Bat this does not excuse Mile. 
Colombier. 
As it is known, the day after 
the invasion of her domicile she published 
a letter of apology for having avritten the 
book, and declared that it was not intend­ 
ed as a history of the illustrious tragedi­ 
enne, whom she esteemed sincerely as a 
woman and as an artiste.

COFFEE MAKING. 


The question of coffee has been raised 
by an English scientist in a lecture that 
seems to have attracted much attention, 
which, it is to be hoped, may follow the 
subject on this side of tbe Atlantic. 
We 
use (or avaste) more coffee than any other 
nation in the world, and yet it ia almost 
impossible to get a decent cup of that 
(when properly made) healthful as avell as 
grat-ful beverage in any restauiant or 
hotel in the United states : and very rarely 
even in private families is it known. 
The 
articles used in imitation or adulteration 
of coffee include all the cereals and the 
bread baked from some of them, acorns, 
dato-stones, chicory, decayed wood, ami 
probably 
numerous 
articles 
not 
in­ 
ventoried 
or 
catalogued 
by 
coffee 
merchants. 
In 
fact, 
it seems a com­ 
mon superstition in American households 
that a hot, bitter drink is all that íb 
wanted, and the name of coffee is applied 
to anything furnished to supply this avant, 
while as to the hotel and restaurant keep­ 
ers, they entertain generally the most su­ 
preme indifference to the taste of custom­ 
ers and are careless alike of the source and 
of the sanitary value of the drink. 
And 
what is stiil more depressing is the fact 
that in families or hotels, where real coffee 
is secured as the basis of the beverage, it 
is wasted in the treatment. 
Now coffee 
properly ma le is an important brain stimu­ 
lant, and used at proper times and in rea­ 
sonable quantity is a valuable aid to diges­ 
tion. 
It ia not, in the least, to be replaced 
by chicory cr any of the ingenious imita­ 
tions—date-coffee, etc., 
which have 1 » 
otl.i r va’ue than that of hot drinks con- 
taii ing sugar and milk, while the real 
ootfee-berry, treated as it is in most Ameri­ 
can families, roasted to carbonization, and 
boiled to vaporization of what may remain 
of the aroma, is simply a bitter deceit. 
The Orientals, avho use collee t a a much 
greater extent than we, are careful in 
their selection and preparation of it. 
T ie 
varieties preferred are Mocha and Mar­ 
tinique mixed, and the roasting is per­ 
formed every day ; the pulverization when 
wanted. 
This is done in a mortar ; the 
berry, roasted to a light brown, to the 
point at which, with a strong pressure be­ 
tween the thumb and forefinger, it will 
break crisply without any tendency to pul­ 
verize, is pounded ti animpalpable powder, 
placed iu a little copper vessel called an 
ibrik and boiling water poured on it. 
The 
ibrik then being replaced for a moment on 
the tire to restore the heat taken up by the 
metal, the fluid ia poured into the cup aud 
drunk, grounds and all. 
If thoroughly 
prepared, the coffee should be in a condi­ 
tion rather resembling chocolate than the 
beverage wo prepare ; but even so it is 
doubtful if the method known as the Turk­ 
ish is as good as the French manner of au 
infusion. 
To prepare this properly the same care 
must be employed not to over roast the 
coffee. 
Some people do that systemat­ 
ically, supposing that the bitterness added 
to the infusion (or decoction, as it is gen­ 
erally) is more coffee, while it is really 
only more Boof, the codeine being decom­ 
posed and the finer elements vaporized by 
excessive heat, as may be perceived iu the 
aroma of coffee diffused through the house, 
while it ought to remain in the berry till 
wanted. 
The great secret of gcod coffee 
is iu this roasting point, which must be 
marked by perfect equality of color and 
the moderate brown ivhich simply indicates 
crispness. 
If too little roasted, it clogs 
the mill ; if too much, it goes to powder 
and will not settle clear. 
When properly roasted, a heaping table­ 
spoonful for each cup to fce made should be 
placed in a biggin provided with a filter, 
and the requisite quantity of water, freshly 
boiled, poured on it aud allowed to filter 
through. 
The fineness of the poavder will 
be indicated by the time occupied in filter­ 
ing, and the biggin should be kept where 
the temperature of ths infusion will be 
maintained at near the boiling point. 
It 
may be poured back to filter the second 
time. 
It it runs through rapidly it will be 
tasteless, ami require several times passing 
through. 
If too slowly, the coffee cools 
before it is made. 
This point a little ex­ 
perience will determine. 
Under no circumstances should tbe coffee 
be allowed to boil even for a minute. This, 
while it seems economy, is utter waste, as 
the essential portions of the coff-e are thus 
driven off in vapor. - [New York Evening 
Post.

Speak», ami iu accents disconsolate answers the 
wail of tin* forest. 
Nova Scotia is, as you all know, the 
Acadian country of which our fireside 
poet writes so beautifully. 
It was but a 
few miles from where I was visiting that 
the scene of Evangeline, th at exquisitely 
tender romance which so thrills the hearts 
of both ol 1 and young, was laid. 
As I 
drove through the country, coming ever 
and anon unexpectedly upon one of the 
many beautiful lakes freni half a mile to 
two miles in length, in fancy I pictured 
the fair Evangeline and her guide, the 
good Father Ftlician, skirting these lakes 
in a light canoe as they traversed the 
whole land through in the sad and fruitless 
search for the lost lover Gabriel. 
No wonder the sonl of the poet was 
til led n t h euch strange, m ystic beauty 
which thus found expression in rythm and 
song, for Acadia has an enchantm ent all 
its own and can beet be interpreted by the 
diviner thought of the poet.

A ccording to P rince K rapotkine in the 
N ineteenth C entury, th e horrors of N ih il­ 
ism , political persecution aod governm ental 
severity in R ussia surpass all previous con­ 
ceptions of

C ertainly the 
Frince, despite his o o p art in socialistic 


and revolutionary schem es, is a com petent 
w itness, and w ith due allow ance for his 


prejudice, m ay be heard.

betw een 18,000 and 19,000 political pris­ 
oners are annually sent into Siberia, the

childhood to those b en t w ith age, from th e 
m ark et w om an to th e lad y of cu ltu re and 


refinem ent, from th e stre e t vagabond and 
th e thief to the delicate and m odest girl. 


V ery few of these are given any opp o rtu ­ 


n ity for proper defense. 
S natched from 
hom3 or hiding, th ey are sum m arily tried, 
knouted and banished, and all appeal, p eti­ 
tion or oppo rtu n ity to secure w itnesses cut 
off. 
M any of these u n fo rtu n ates are th e 
victim s of jealous officials, lying inform ers 


for gain, or personal enem ies w ho sw ear 
aw ay th eir liberties and th u s accom plish 
b itte r revenges. 
A system of governm ent 


capable of such resu lts cannot abide.

H ere 


is an organized ru lin g pow er claim ing D i­ 
vine rig h t to ad m in ister th e affairs of a 
nation, co rru p t, c ru tl and despising ,the 


dem and for hum an rights, and w hich m u tt, 


perforce, keep in constant arm or against 
th e very people it rules. 
I t is surrounded 
by enem ies, w ho count in th e ir num bers 
som e of th e b rig h te st in tellects of th e 


c o u n try ; som e of th e best blood of the 
a risto c ra c y ; m en and w om en of a high 
ord er of intelligence ; th e flower of th e 
young m anhood of th e nation ; th e great 


m ass of th e artisans, even hundreds of the 
very soldiers and police w ho are appointed

I t has all been w ith in a decade 


th a t a cu rtain of obscurity w hich veiled 
m uch of G reek history was lifted by th e 
p atien t labor and th e genios of th e author 


of th is book, aided by th e skill of his G reek 


wife, w ho is en title d to a large Bhare of 
th e cred it of th e discoveries m ade th a t 
reduced tho legendary H ellas to th e fact 
of history. 
C riticism had done ail it was 
capable of 
in establishing th e m ythical 
ch aracter of th e tale of T roy, w hen Schlie- 
m ann cam e upon th e scene and gave w eight 
and subetance to onch evidence as there 
w as th a t tb e T roy of 
H om er w as n o t a 
m ere “ form of th e im agination.” As Prof. 


Ssyce puts it : 
Tbe problem from which the scholars of Europe 
had turned away in despair, has been solved by the 
skill, tbe energy a u i the perseverance of Dr. Sehlie- 
ruanu. 
At Troy, at Mykenae, aud at Ork Nomenos, 
he has recovered a past which had already become 
j hut a shadow of memory iu the age oí Peisistratos. 
We can measure the civilization and knowledge of 
the peoples who inhabited those old cities, can han­ 
dle the impleme ts they used and the weapons they 
carried, cm map out t lie ch im b en of tho houses 
wtiere they lived, can admire the pious care with 
which they tended thiir dead, can even trace the 
lim its of their intercourse with other nations and 
the successive stages of culture through which they 
passed. 
The lierues of Iliad and Odyssey have he-- 
come to us men of flesh and hiood ; we can watcli 
both them and older heroes stid in almost every act 
of their daily life, and even determine their uature 
aud the capacity oi their skulls.

S chiiem ann in IS72, as here recorded, es­ 
tablish first, th e fact th a t if ever T rey ex ­ 
isted it has been uncovered on th e hill of 
H issarlik ; second, th a t some of th e infer­ 
ences draw n in th e doctor's “ Ilios ” need 
m odification in th e lig h t of th e m ore re ­

L a b o r S t a t i s t i c s .—.John S . linos, Com­ 
missioner of Labor, ami Hugh J. Mohan, 
Deputy Commissioner, have issued circulars 
to labor organ 
ttions in the State, request­ 
ing information as to their strength, affilia­ 
tion, etc., aud that a copy of their constitu­ 
tion and by-laws be furnished. 
They have 
also issued a circular to wage-workers, re­ 
questing answers to fifty-two different ques­ 
tions as to name, occupation, nationality, 
married or single, number of children, hours 
constituting a day’s work, how steadily they 
work, wages paid, whether the dwelling 
lived in is owned or rented, the number of 
its rooms, what provision for escape in case 
of fire exists in the workshops, were there any 
atnkes among workmen nnd how did they 
end, are girls employed where the men work 
and what wages do they get, is the occupa­ 
tion unhealthy, how many Chinese are em­ 
ployed, what is the cost of supporting a fam­ 
ily, etc.

FOOD FISH OF THE SACRABSHTO. 


The following interesting facta relative to 
the food fish of the Sacramento river are fur­ 
nished by R. H Buckingham, President of 
the Commission of Fisheries of the State of 
California. 
Mr. Buckingham has been en­ 
gaged in the fish business on the river for up­ 
wards cf thirty years, and is perhaps better 
acquainted with this subject than any other 
man tn the State. 
The salmon is the most valuable fish that 
is found in the river. 
There are two runB a 
year, the spring run being the largest and 
most valuable. 
They commence running in 
the latter part of October and continued urn 
til July. 
In eariy days the run of spring 
salmon at times was very heavy, and the 
fishermen took more fish than they could dis­ 
pose of, the only markets then being Sacra­ 
mento and San Francisco. 
The freight from 
this city to San Francisco per steamer was 
twenty-five cents per fish. 
A great many 
fish spoiled before they could reach and be 
disposed cf in the markets at the Bay; the re­ 
turns were light, consequently but few fish 
were disposed of outside of the Sacramento 
market. 
A t 
times 
salmon 
sold 
for 
one bit a piece 
by the boat load, and 
often at that price they could not be sold, 
and they were thrown back into the riv.r by 
hundreds. 
Many teams left for the mines 
daily loaded with salmon, which was easily 
disposed of for from 15 to 25 cents per pound. 
The fall run of ealmoc,of which a large num­ 
ber are caught, are of a much poorer quality 
than those uf the spring. 
They commence 
running in the month of August, and con­ 
tinue quite heavy until the middle of Octo­ 
ber. 
In the early days of salmon fishing a 
great many were caught ia the American 
river, near its mouth; but for a number of 
years none have been taken in that river ex­ 
cept a very few dming the spring of 1S83. 
For the last two years the run of salmou in 
the Sacramento, in the vicinity of this city, 
has been quite limited, 
Salmon Trout—Of this fish there seems to 
be about the same amount each year. 
They 
are beyond doubt the finest food fish in the 
river. I hey commence runcing ia the month 
of July and continue until the rise in the 
river. 
They are not very plenty, nor have 
they ever been. 
The perch is the next best pan fish, and 
there ia a difference of opinion as regards 
which is the better of the two, trout or perch. 
In early days the run of perch was quite 
large. 
Fishermen hove beeu known to take 
in Bannan slough in one day as much us 
3,600 p lunds. 
As late a» 1869 it was a com­ 
mon thing to take from 500 to 1,000 pounds 
daily iu that slough. 
Since that time they 
Lave been getting less ard less each year, 
until now there are weeks at a time that 
there are none to be Been in the heal mar­ 
kets. 
The decrea.-e is fully 98 per cenb, or 
nearly a total annihilation, the cause cf 
which, for oue thing, is the reclamation ( f 
the tule lands, which has closed all of the 
sloughs by which they entered ihe lakes to 
deposit their ova. 
The pike, one cf the best of the common 
food fishe», are caught in considerable num­ 
ber yet, although they, with other kind of 
fish, are continually growing scarce. 
They 
commence running in the river in the month 
of November, and continue until late iu the 
spring. 
The dace in former years was caught in 
great cumbers ia the river near Sacran.ento, 
but of late years there has none beeu caugbt. 
They are a fish of the past. 
The chub is a very good pan fish, but is 
very scarce iu the river. Some few are caught 
in the lakes. 
In former years they were 
caught iu considerable numbers in the Sacra­ 
mento and American rivers, but for some 
years back rone have been caught iu the 
American, and but few iu the Sacramento. 
The mullet or hard head is one of the most 
common of our river or lake fish. 
They are 
u-ed by Chinese more than by any other class 
of peopl". 
They do not decrease so rapidly 
as most other kind of fish. 
They commence 
to run in the month of March, and continue 
the m ist of the summer. 
The river herring is a small, slim, white 
fish, which is caugbt in no very great quanti­ 
ties. 
They are a fish not sought after, on ac­ 
count of the Hesh being filled with bones. 
They commence to asceud the river in De­ 
cember, and continue most of the spring. 
The white sturgeon, in early dayB, was 
considered of no value as a food fish, except 
by the Indian», but at the present time is one 
cf the best of our cheap fish, and is used in 
great quantities. 
They are the largest of 
our inland water's tis-h, a -me of which have 
been caught weighing as high as 700 pounds. 
Most of our hotels aud restaurants use them 
in the place of sea bass, and they are a good 
substitute. 
The sturgeon commences to run 
with the first rise in the river, and continue 
until about the 1st of June. 
They, with 
the rest of cur river fish, are growing scarce. 
The green sturgeon is not much used for 
focd as yet. 
The fishermen hardly ever save 
them, as they are not called for by market 
men. 
Therefore they are killed and turned 
loose. 
The time ia cot far off when they will 
come into general use. 
Other fish, such as th e bull-head, which 
were placed in the river by the Fish Commis­ 
sioners, have done well, and we n isy th a n k 
them for the benefits tb e people will derive 
by their introduction. 
They have increased 
until our lakes and rivers are well stc-cked 
with them from Tehama to Collinsville. 
They are about the only kind cf river fish 
that is strictly a pan tisH to be had iu our 
markets. 
The shsd is another fish that the Fish 
Commission have introduced into our waters. 
They have also done well, and we may say 
that cur river is well stocked. 
They wiil 
commence to runiu April, and continue until 
Juno,

levee, and the lands through the Sacramento 
basin, while our old gaH works anil the fl mr 
mills, and perhaps even the piers of the railway 
bridge, would be endangered. 
And if no 
break occurred before then Flint and others 
below Y street would probably be washed out 
again. 
The pr ;>er treatment of the river 
and all breaks “ is a big question," as the 
State Engineerj remarked, and should be de­ 
termined by the next L gialature.

BRIEF NOTES. 


C i r c u l a r fro m t h e D e p a r tm e n t o f I n ­ 
s t r u c t i o n .—The following circular has been 
issued by Prof. W. T. Welcker, Superintend­ 
ent of Public Instruction: 
“ Dear Sir : 
I 
have received a circular letter from ¿the Di­ 
rectors of the National Education Expo-itioo, 
to be held at Madison, Wis , July 15-18, 
18S4, from which I quote the following: 
‘Department I. This department will in­ 
clude expositions cf city, county and State 
systi ms, and all ordinary school products, 
such as examination manuscripts, drawings, 
specimens of penmanship, slate work, photo­ 
graphs of blackboard and of slate work, col­ 
lections of botany, geology, and ziology, etc., 
made or arra: ged by student-; photographs of 
buildings, models of school buildings, prod­ 
ucts of laboratory work, etc., including the 
work of higher schools, both public and 
private. 
This part of the exhibit will be 
grouped in divisions, by States.’ 
I beg that 
you will let me known what there is in your 
county, school, or institution, of the above 
character, which are desirable to be sent to 
Madison, and which could be sent the*e. 
There is no fund at my disposal to meet tbs 
expensen attendant upon tho representation 
of California’s educational system at the Na­ 
tional Exposition ; and I ask the favor of 
your suggestions as to how such a fund can 
be raised. 
Also, whether you will attend 
yourself at Madison? 
The session begins 
July 10. 1884. 
If you know of any teachers 
who will attend please give me their names. 
I will receive thankfully any information or 
suggestions which you may feel disposed to 
make on this whole subject, and I trust that 
you will reply promptly.” 


H is V ie w s o n D iv o r c ? .—Rev. Dr. I. E_ 
D win ell, formerly of this city, writing in the 
P f ific, remarks that tre facility with which 
divorced persons can be remarried to other 
parties is one of the causes which leads to tbe 
lamentable frequency of divorces in our coun­ 
try : “ Not only are there many persons who 
are willing to enter into wedlock with the 
guilty parlies even, in tuch separations—re­ 
garding thfir previous marriage and their 
guilt in being the cause of tbe termination of 
it as no serious objection—but there are many 
ministers and officers of the law authorized to 
perform marriage ceremonies, who marry all 
who come to them for their services, not stop­ 
ping to inquire whether they were properly 
divoiced and morally free to enter again into 
wedlock. 
If those who officiate had more 
conscience on this paint, and would refuse to 
remarry those who had been legally separated 
for any cause that is lesa than an abBolute 
sundering of tbe internal marriage tie bind­ 
ing the parties together, making true wedded 
life ever after an impossibility, the way out 
of marriege, to those in whom the internal 
bond is tot disiolved, would not look so broad 
and inviting.”

IS 
BEBB 
HEALTHFUL? 


Upon this subject Colonel Green, Pres­ 
ident of the Connecticut M utual Life In- 
Buranos Company, says : “ In one of our 
largest cities, containing a great popula­ 
tion of beer drinktrs, I had occasion to 
cote the deaths among a large group of 
persons whose habits in their own eyes and 
m those of their friends and physicians 
Were tem perate ; but they were habitual 
users of beer. W hen the observation began 
they were upon the average something un­ 
der middle age. and they were, of course, 
selected lives. For two or three years there 
was nothing very rem arkable to be noted 
among this group. 
Presently death began 
to strike it, and until it had dwindled to a 
fraction of its original proportions, the 
m ortality in it was astounding in extent, 
and still more remarkable in the manifest 
identity of cause and mode. Tnere was no 
m istaking i t ; the history was almost in­ 
variable ; robust, apparent health, full mus­ 
cles, a fair outside, increasing weight, llorid 
faces ; then a touch of cold, or a snuff of 
malaria, and instantly some acute disease 
w ith, almoBt invariably, typhoid sym p­ 
toms, was in violent action, and ten days 
or less ended it. 
It was as if the system 
had been kept fair outside, while w ithin it 
was eaten to a shell, and at the iirst touch 
of disease there was utter C u lla p se ; every 
fiber was poisoned and weak. 
Aud this, in 
its main features, varying of course in de­ 
gree, has been my observation in beer- 
drinking everywhere. 
I t is peculiarly de­ 
ceptive at first; it is thoroughly destruc­ 
tive at the last.” 
This testim ony is very 
strong, and we take pleasure in giving it 
to our readers, and we call special attention 
to the fact th at a fair, ruddy outside is not 
always an indication of health, and also 
to the fact that, eo far, the figures of the 
life insurance companies go to show th at 
the teetotallers are likely to live longer 
than even the moderate drinker. 


MEN IN PETTICOATS. 


Men appeared in Elizabeth's tim e in 
rutfs, pleated aud plaited as daintily as 
any d am e; they carried fans and pocket 
glasses by which to arrange any occasional 
disorder in their dress. 
Tnen, too, they 
carried muffs, aud revived a fashion of 
w earing earrings. 
But lest it ehould seem 
th at this arraugem ent of men is, piece by 
piece, taken from our forefathers ail title 
to our respect, it should be mentioned 
th at to men originally belonged the right 
to wear rutfs by virtue of original owner­ 
ship. 
It was only when ladies invaded 
masculine privilege?, and took to rutfs, 
th a t a keen competition began, in which 
each sex strove to outdo the other in ex­ 
travagance, and the heads of people ap­ 
peared as if borne on linen trenchers. 
Earrings, too, were worn by men before 
the conquest. 
This cannot be held to ex­ 
onerate men from blame, nor divert us 
from the conclusion th at at certain periods 
men have adopted an unseemly display and 
been guilty of an effeminate refinement in 
dress. 
I t is not so much to the discredit of Eng­ 
lishmen th at tbey wore petticoats and 
stomachers in early days, when those were 
recognized parts of male costume, as it is 
to the disgrace of their descendants who 
took up the wearing of fripperies and finer­ 
ies proper to women—the dissdute cava­ 
liers who, after the .Restoration, pranked 
themselves out in Uces and ribbons and 
feathers and flowing curls, or the cravated 
and bewigged dandies and macaronies of 
the succeeding reigns, who with their gar­ 
ish coats, laced cuffs, silk breeches, clocked 
stockings and bnckled shoes, were at least 
as tine, and certainly not less depraved, 
than their fathers. 
I t is well th at mascu­ 
line dress has now distinct fines of dem ar­ 
cation, and has becim e generally dark and 
Bomber in color, so that although “ mash­ 
ers” and “ dudes” perpetuate effeminacy 
in men, they have not at least the advan­ 
tage which gaudy apparel and common 
garments m ight give them in parading the 
degenerate daintiness of which they seem 
so unw orthily vain.—[American Queen,

CHOPIN. 


Chopin íb one of the most interesting of 
all musicians in hiB social a n l personal as­ 
pect 
He is alm ost the only one among 
the em inent composers who was in the best 
sense an aristocrat, not in mere pride or in 
the desire to be recognized by and to asso­ 
ciate with “ great 
people, ” (which has 
been a foible of artists in all ages), bnt in 
th at sense of personal dignity and self­ 
respect which made him fes! above rather 
than below his art, in th at gentleness and 
refinement of manners and feeling which 
even among friends and in the most unre­ 
strained intercourse 
always 
kept 
him 
w ithin the lim its of perfect good tat to, 
eo 
that, as 
his 
friend Liszt testifies, 
“ he never 
made use 
ef an inelegant 
word, 
even 
in 
moments 
of 
the 
most entire 
fam iliarity. 
An 
improper 
merrim ent, a coarse jest would have been 
shocking to him .” 
H e showed th at to be 
a true, even an “ intense,” musical poet of 
the rom antic school, it was not necessary 
to tram ple upon all the convenances of 
refined society, and th a t the p art of musical 
virtuoso and impassioned composer was 
compatible with th at of a high-bred and 
polished 
gentleman 
and 
man 
of 
the 
world. As Liszt very truly puts it, Chopin, 
accustomed early to the tone of good soci 
etv, had learned to perceive th at regularity 
of forms “ did not necessarily conceal pet­ 
rification of heart ; ” th at “ the conve­ 
nances and couitssies of manner, in place 
of being only a uniform mask, repressing 
the character of each individual under the 
same lines, rather Btrve to contain the pas­ 
sions w ithout stifling them , coloring only 
th at bald crudity of tone which is so inju­ 
rious to their beauty, elevating th a t m ate­ 
rialism which debases them , robbing them 
of th at license which vulgarizes them , low­ 
ering th at vehemence which vitiates them ” 
—all which, though rather exuberantly 
expressed, is in substance as true as gos­ 
pel ; and, thinking thus of society, Chopin 
naturally was restrained from any of “ th at 
eagerness to drink the enp of phantasy to 
the very dregs, th at storm y pursuit of all 
the changes and incongruities of life” which 
constitutes the essence of w hat is called 
Bohemianism, and has exercised such a 
strong and often fatal fascination over so 
many men of genius —[The Edinburgh R e­ 
view. 


H i b e r n a t i n g A n im a ls — Even among 
warm-blooded animals like the bear and 
dormice, hibernation actually occurs to a 
very consideral le degree, but it is far more 
common and more complete among cold­ 
blooded creatures,w hose bodies do not 
need to be kept heated to the same degree, 
aud w ith wtiom, accordingly, hibernation 
becomes almost a complete torpor, the 
breathing and the action of the heart being 
still further reduced to very nearly zero. 
Mollusks in particular, like oysters and 
mussels, lead very monotonous and un­ 
eventful lives, only varied, as a rule, by 
the welcome change of being cut out of 
tneir shells and eaten aliv e; 
and their 
powers of living w ithout food under ad­ 
verse circumstances are really very re­ 
markable. 
Fresh-w ater snails and mussels 
lu cold w eather bury themselves in the 
mud of ponds or rivers ; 
and land snails 
hide themselves in the ground or under 
moss and leaves. 
Tne heart then ceases 
perceptibly to beat, b a t respiration contin­ 
ues in a very faint degree. 
The common 
garden snail closes the m outh of his shell 
when he w ants to hibernate, w ith a slimy 
covering ; 
but he leaves a very Bmall hole 
in it somewhere, bo as to allow a little air 
to get in and keep up his breathing to a 
alight amount. 
M y experience has been, 
however, th at a great many snails go to 
sleep in this way, and never wake up again. 
E ither they get frozen to death, or else the 
respiration falls so low th at it never picks 
itself up properly when spring returns. In 
warm climates it is during the summer th at 
mollusks and other m ud-haunting creatures 
go to sleep. 


T iie W h i t e E l e p h a n t ’s R e t i n u e . — A 
very singular and interesting custom pre­ 
vails among the Todas lodians, 
a race 
about £,000 strong, which dwells in the 
Neilgherry Hills, in Mysore, Southern H in­ 
dustan, aud one which should commend it­ 
self to the favor of those unhappy people 
now abiding in U tah. 
I t is said th at afi 
the brothers of a family unite and take 
unto themselves one wife, and this family 
wife is the object of the combined adoration 
of from one to tw enty men who constitute 
her husband. 
Several of these pclyandri- 
anB, together w ith two Afghans (natives of 
Afghanistan, not blankets) aud four H in­ 
doo?, sailed from Bombay for New York on 
the steam ship Coptic yesterday. 
Two of 
the Todas are priests, who are looked upon 
iu their own country as gods, because of 
the fortitude w ith which they bear self­ 
inflicted punishment. 
I t is asserted th at 
their endurance is cultivated to such a 
high degree th at they will he able to ride 
from Fulton ferry to the Brooklyn City 
Hall in a street car w ithout uttering a 
moan. 
I t is probable th at this is an 
exaggeration on the part of the repre­ 
sentatives of the Barnum and London 
shows, for which these foreigners are in­ 
tended. They will have seats in the ethno­ 
logical congress which will surround the 
sacred white elephant w ith a view to m ak­ 
ing the beast feel as comfortable and as 
much at home aB the circumstances will 
adm it.—[New York Times. 


I n v e n t o r E r ic s s o n .—Here 
lives 
old 
Ericsson, who made the screw and the mon­ 
itor and is making the solar engine to boil 
b y the sun’s fire and save coal. 
He is past 
eighty years old. 
He saved this country 
from being butted down at sea and the 
blockade opened and McClellan's arrny 
cspturcd. 
H e weighs in the moral and 
useful scale about three millions of Van 
derbiltt, Goulds and Keene» put together. 
Nobody knows much about bim, because 
he has some knowledge and self respect. 
Forty-six ysars he has lived here, and 
every great ship you see is his monument. 
One of those monuments built on the Del­ 
aware sank a few days ago and swallowed 
up a hundred people as if they had been 
condemned and executed on the gallows 
trap. 
Yet, shipwrecks do not make as 
good reading as they once did, when we 
were a seafaring nation.—[N. Y, Letter. 


C h o o sk H e a l t h o r S ic k n e s s .—Those 
who desire and appreciate health should be 
as willing to make some effort to secure it 
as they do to obtain the other good things 
which increase the pleasures of life. 
Pure 
water is essentially necessary to good 
health. 
All w ills, cist.-rns and springs 
should be thoroughly cleaned in the early 
spring or in the autum n. 
The usual 
method of placing a large stone on the top 
of the cistern is injurious to the water 
unless an aperture is left in the stone and 
fitted w ith a wooden cover. The air should 
not be wholly excluded from the cistern, 
else moldy conditions will predominate, 
although perhaps not apparent, and the 
water will not be wholesome, and in it 
sometimes there may be found various 
kinds of insects and reptiles. 
W ater is the 
natural drink of all living creatures, and it 
serves several im portant purposes in the 
animal economy. 
Firstly, it repairs the 
loss of the aqueous part of the blood 
caused by evaporation and the action of 
the secreting and inhaling organs. 
Sec­ 
ondly, it is a solvent of various elem entary 
substances, and therefore assists the stom ­ 
ach in digestion, though if taken in very 
large quantities it may have an opposite 
effect by diluting the gastric juice. 
T hird­ 
ly, it is a nutritive agent, th at is, it assists 
in the formation of the solid parts of the 
body.—[London Lancet. 


E n g l i s h F o g H o r n s .—Of more recent 
growth than lights and balls as part of the 
equipm ent of many of the floating lights 
is the powerful fog-signal which it brought 
into play duriDg fog. 
Ironically term ed a 
“ siren,” nothing can be more disagreeable 
than the dia raised by this instrum ent and 
its iron trum pet, worked by a hot-air en­ 
gine. 
W hen in use, the horn is pointed to 
w indward. 
The eound produced is exactly 
like the bellowing, or lowitig—if th at be 
more correct—of a great cow. 
A further 
means of distinction io the shape of high 
and low notes has been of late introduced, 
to guard against confusion w ith the horns 
of navigating vessels and ether light ships. 
For distinctive purposes, also, the blasts 
arc varied at different stations. 
So dis­ 
agreeable is this fog-signalling duty ac­ 
knowledged lo be, rest and sleep being well 
out of tie question “ in the same ship with 
it,” th at in addition to extra pay to certain 
of the men for acting as signal-drivers, the 
w htls crew receive w hat they call “ noise 
money,” an allowance calculated at the 
rate of so much an hour for the tim e the 
signal is actually in operation. 


D y n a m ite Described.—T hose who have 
never seen the m uch-talked-of dynamite 
explosive will be interested to know that 
it looks very much like moist brown sugar. 
Nitro-gUcerine, which is formed by the 
action of nitric acid upon glycerine at a 
low tem perature, is the active agent in 
dynamit*, but is mixed with somo absorb­ 
ent substance, to render it safer to handle 
tnan the liquid glycerine. 
The absorbent 
material thus «sed is silicious earth—a 
fine white powder composed of the remains 
of 
infusoria, and resembling powdered 
chalk ; this takes up two or three times 
its weight of the nitro-glycerine w ithout 
■ becoming pasty, and the ingredients are 
I easily mixed, leaden vessels and wooden 
spoons being used to avoid dangerous fric­ 
tion.

A l t a r 
M o u n d s 
in 
O h io .— Professor 
Putuam , of H arvard College, in a lecture 
in Springfield, Mass., on his own explora­ 
tions of the Turney altar mounds of Ohio, 
near the head of the L ittle Miami river, 
said that on the interior of the fire-baked 
altar were found a great num ber of objects 
showing, by the action of fire, th at they 
had been throw n on the altar while the 
sacrificial fire was still burning. 
On one 
altar 200,000 specimens were found—cop­ 
per implements, fossils, carved clay fig­ 
ures, bears’ teeth, alligators’ teeth, pearls, 
etc. 
Several specimens of plating were 
fcund in the form of bracelets, hair orna­ 
ments, etc., copper being the base metal 
used. 
O ne very carious case of copper 
covered w ith thin hammered sheets of me­ 
teoric iron was described and illustrated. 
The carved heads and figures found were 
well preserved, and showed a considerable 
degree of advancem ent in the fine arts. 
The heads, and espccislly the faces, were of 
a distinctly Egyptian type, while one cf the 
forms of hair-dreEsing, as shown by a side 
view of a head, was exactly th at now used 
by a Central African negro tribe. 
An odd 
point brought out by the lecturer M as that 
the mound-builders’ figures in clay all show 
a condition of rest, while those cf the Pe­ 
ruvians are of persons in motion.

called the synchronous m ultiplex system of 
telegraphy, and the inventor is Patrick B.

Dclany’e discovery ¡9 to enable numerous 
telegraphic dispatches to be simultaneously 
transm ití :d over one telegraph wire. H ith ­ 
erto the greatest num ber th at couli be so 
sent was lim ited to four, a3 in the well- 
known quadruple! system, but in the syn­ 
chronous m ultiplex system the division of 
a single line fias been carried as far as sev­ 
enty-tw o, and the lim it in this direction 
does not yet appear to have been reached. 
The value of the discovery will by no 
means be diminished when it is known that 
in the synchronism system, unlike the 
quadruple! system , these messages can be 
sent either all in the same direction, or any 
num ber in one direction and the rem ainder 
in the opposite direction.

THE 
HOUSEHOLD. 


To w hiten small articles made of brass 
or copper, boil them in three-quarters of a 
pound of cream tartar and one pound of 
grain tin, or any pure tin finely divided. 
T he tin dissolves in the cream of tartar 
and is precipitated on the hrasB or copper. 
A very pretty and most easily made lap 
robe for the small child’s sleigh, is made of 
a square of honey-comb flannel. 
M ake a 
border around this w ith single or split 
zephyr, about one finger deep, crochet a 
handsome scollop on the edge. 
The entire 
border to be crotcheted of coarse. 
The habitual pie eater m ust have a va­ 
riety ; to help make it, try this receipt : 
M ix one egg, one heaping tablespoonful of 
flour, one teacupful of sugar, one teacup­ 
ful of cold water, one tahlespoonful of 
Bharp vinegar ; fl-vor with nutm eg or cin­ 
namon, w ith a little mace, and bake with 
tw o crusts. 
Rice is rather more nourishing than corn 
in some respects and less in others. 
Rice 
has more albuminous and less mineral m at­ 
ter : corn more starch. 
I t constitutes a 
chief aiticle of food in India, where it 
costs about a cent a pound. 
As a food for 
children and invalids it ranks high, and is 
moat easily digested, and does not cause 
indigestion. 
Its starch is almost all ab­ 
sorbed in the digestive tract, which is not 
the case w ith corn. 
A nice breakfast for one who is not equal 
to hearty fare is mado of toast and eggs 
prepared in this way : P u t a lump of b ut­ 
ter in a saucepan, and then drop three 
eggs into it, stir briskly and constantly, so 
th at the eggs will be smooth and not 
lumpy. 
Have two thin slices of buttered 
toast ready, and when the egge are done 
lay them on one piece of the toast and lay 
the other lightly over i t ; do not crowd it 
down and make the egg run over the edge 
of the toast. 
An excellent breakfast dish is made of 
th e remains of cold duck ; cut them up, 
removing all the bones ; put them in a 
stew pan w ith a little butter, a small 
onion, sliced very thin, and plenty of s a lt; 
If any of the gravy was left add that. 
An 
epicure recommends as a garnish some 
freshened olives, w ith the stones removed, 
and says th at after lying ia cold w ater for 
an hour, they should be added to the 
sauce ; but most people who like olives 
will prefer them au natural. 
To make an excellent court plaster soak 
isinglass in a little warm w ater for seven­ 
ty -four hours; then evaporate nearly all 
the water by gentle heat ; dissolve the res­ 
iduo in a little dilute alcohol, and strain 
the whole through a piece of open linen. 
The strained mass should be a still jelly 
when cold. 
Now stretch a piece of silk or 
sarcenet on a wooden frame, and fix it 
tig h t w ith tacks or pack thread. 
M elt the 
jelly and apply it to the silk thinly and 
evenly w ith a badger-hair brush. 
A sec­ 
ond coating m ust bo applied when the first 
has dried. 
W hen both are dry apply over 
the whole Burface two or three coatings of 
balsam of Pern. 
The cocoannt has a great sustaining 
power. 
A good instance of this is found 
in the case of a vessel which sailed some 
years ago from San Francisco for Sydney, 
New South Wales, w ith 400 passengers. 
The voyage wa9 long and tedious, and 
there was a deficiency of provisions. Land­ 
ing at an island a large quantify of cocoa- 
nuts was obtained, and for eighty days, in 
th at water-logged ship, the men, women 
and children lived exclusively on them ; 
and yet, during the voyage, not a life had 
been lost or a case of sickness occurred, 
bu t all were in excellent health. 
Another 
case is th at of two men who drifted on to 
Q uair’s Island in a whale boat, and re ­ 
mained there for seven years w ith no food 
bu t cocoamits, and now and then a llying- 
tish which chanced to fall on the land, and 
yet when rescued they were in excellent 
condition and had gained in weight.

SCIENTIFIC 
NOTES. 


The Verviers Industrial Society offers 
two prizes of S I,200 and $340 for the best 
and the second best discovery, invention, 
or application contributing to the progress 
or prosperity of the woolen trade within 
the last five years. 
H err J . W ortm ann produced curvatures 
in growing- plants by causing radiant heat 
to strike on one side only. 
Sometimes a 
plant bent itself toward, but in other in­ 
stances the plant curved away from, the 
source of the heat. 
The first discovery of prehistoric mines 
haB recently been made in France. 
The 
mines are flint ones, and are Bituated in 
miocene strata near Mur-de-Barrez. Several 
picks of stag’s antlers w ith other human 
relics have been discovered on the ancient 
floor of the excavation. 
H ere and there 
the m arks of the picks of neolithic man 
are still visible on the walls of the w ork­ 
ings. 
The British Commissioners of N oithern 
Lights have issued tho necessary instruc­ 
tions to proceed with the erection of a 
large m ineral oil gas works on the rock 
islet known as Ailsa Craig. 
Gas to the 
amount of 2.000 cubic feet per hour, and 
of 50 standard candle power, can be m anu­ 
factured. 
The gas, besides lighting the 
new light-house will be employed in the 
gas engines of the fog apparatus. 
Fame and fortune await the discoverer 
of an efficient method of so consuming coal 
th a t none of its constituent and com bust­ 
ible particles can escape into the atmos­ 
phere of large cities, w ith the two-fold re­ 
sult of preventing pecuniary loss and sani­ 
tary degradation of the air. It is estim ated 
by com petent experts th at London alone 
loses every w inter §25,000,000 through im­ 
perfectly burned coal, not to speak of the 
damage done to buildings and the injury 
done to the public health through the 
breathing of a polluted atmosphere. 
During the course of a paper by the Hon. 
Ralph Abercromby, on the explanation of 
certain w eather prognostics, read before

means he is able to indicate the circum ­ 
stances under which any prognostic fails, 
as well as those under which it succeeds. 
Speaking of the origin of the Aryans, 
Professor A. H . Sayce says : 
“ The evi­ 
dence Í9 now all tending to show th at the 
districts ia the neighborhood )f the Baltic 
were those from which the A ryan lan­ 
guages first radiated, and where the race 
or races who spoke them originally dwelt. 
Tne A ryan invaders of northw ostern India 
could only have been an off shoot of the 
prim itive stock, Bpeelily absorbed into the 
earlier population of the country as they 
advanced southward, and to apeak of ‘ our 
Indian brethren ’ is as absnrd and false as 
to claim relationship w ith the negroes of 
the U nited States because they now use an 
A ryan language.” 
A varnish has been invented in Germany 
for foundry patterns and m achinery. 
It 
dries, leaving a smooth surface almost as 
soon as it is applied. 
It is thus prepared : 
T hirty pounds of shellac, 10 pounds of 
M anila copal and 10 pounds of Zanzibar 
copal arc placed in a vessel which is heated 
externally by steam, and stirred during 
from four to six hour3, after which 150 
parts of the finest potato spirit are added, 
and the whole heated for four hours to 67'. 
This liqaid is dyed by the addition of 
orange color, and can then be applied as a 
paint on wood. 
W hen used for painting 
and glkzicg m achinery it consists of 35 
pounds of shellac, 5 pounds of M anila co­ 
pal and 150 pounds of spirit.

NATURAL 
ICE 
RESERVOIRS. 


In m any countries ice is obtained from 
natural ice-houses, 
wherein, while the 
ordinary tem perature cutsid6 is SO degrees, 
ice is continually forming. 
Such a ravine 
or cavern has been found in New JerBey, 
and near L ncoln, Vermont, there is a glen 
in which enow and ice lie all the year 
round. 
One of tho m ost rem arkable of 
these ice caverns is th at of Dobschan, in 
Hnngary. 
I t is quite near the town, and 
is approached through a narrow, winding 
limestone valley, called "Straeenaer Thai. " 
It is in the interior of a m ountain, having 
a general direction east and west. 
Tne 
entrance is near the top, 
and extrem e’y 
narrow, and was only discovered by acci­ 
dent. 
Once inside, a rem arkable scene is 
beheld, the ice, which seems formed in 
m any layers, 
having 
assumed all the 
peculiar 
shapes 
th at 
characterize 
the 
limestone 
caves 
of 
our own country. 
The total rock and ice surface in the 
cavo 
alone 
occupy 
about 
31,000 
square feet. 
The cave is divided into two 
parts, 
upper and lower. 
In the upper 
part the roof is of limestone and the floor 
of solid ice, and it is divided into two 
great halls of wondrous beauty. 
The roof 
of the largest hall is supported by three 
enormous pillars of clear ice, one of which 
is hollow, and through which flows a 9tream 
from above, producing strange echoes and 
reverberations. 
All about are fantastic 
forms of ice resembling human beings, pul­ 
pits, monuments, and so on, giving to the 
cave a most grotesque appearance. 
In one 
end the ice forms an exact representation 
of a large cascade as if a rushing stream 
w ith its spray had been suddenly frozen 
solid. 
Descending to the lower room the 
passage is 600 feet in length, and by follow • 
ing down through the ice you come to tne 
natural outlet of the water. 
In all coun­ 
tries 
such 
caves 
have 
been found. 
So extensive is the ice cavern on the 
peak of Teneriffe, th at it affords a per­ 
m anent 
source of 
supply, 
and 
even 
vessels are loaded w ith its ice. 
This ice is 
columnar in shape, and does not melt 
easily, and so can be transported w ithout 
great loss. 
Near the village of Stelitze, 
in t ie C arpathian m ountains, there is one 
of tho largest ice caverns in the world, 
and, curiously enough, it freezes in the 
sum m er and molts in the -winter. 
For in­ 
stance, in midsummer the roof ia entirely 
covered with icicles, but in w inter they 
disappear, and by Christm as time tho 
cavt ra is dry and warm compared to the 
outside world. 
lee begins to form as soon 
as the spring opens. 
In some deep mines 
ice forms at certain periods. 
This is the 
eafi in some of the salt mines in the Ural 
mountains. 
G reat cavities are formed in 
the gypsum, and in the w inter they are 
filled with clear water, but in the summer 
they are frozen solid.—[Exchange.

SENATE. 
W a s h in g to n , February 8th.—Frye 
re­ 
ported the new shipping bill agreed upon by 
the Committee on Commerce, entitled a bill 
to remove certain burdens from the American 
merchant marine, and to encourage the for­ 
eign carrying trade. 
Replaced on the calen­ 
dar. 
Several bills were introduced and referred, 
and the Senate took up the Mexican land 
grant titles bill. 
Bowen spoke at length on the amendment 
heretofore offered by him. 
Many other 
amendments were offered, which for the most 
part were rejected. 
The debate was participated in by Bayard, 
Conger, Plumb, Van Wyck, Bowen, Dolph, 
Sherman and Coke. 
_ 
Finally the debate closed, Bnd the bill 
passed.

_ 
Hawley moved an executive session, which 
was voted down, and the Senate adjourned 
until Monday. 
HOUSE. 
Finerty offered the foilowiog preamble and 
resolutions: 
Whrkkas, The death ot Wemlcll Phillips has de­ 
prived America of an orator worthy of rank with her 
greatest, from Patrick Henry of Virginia to Daniel 
Webster of Massachusetts ; and whereas his life was 
an incessm t and unselfish struggle for the liberty 
of mankind, irrespective oí race and creed, country 
or condition; therefore, be it 
Resulted, By the House of Representatives, that 
it laments the death of Wendel! Phillips as a na­ 
tional bereavement, which at once deprives the 
American rostrum of a superb intellect and human 
freedom of a devotee! friend. 
Eaton objected. 
The House then proceeded to the consider­ 
ation ef the report of the Commiteee on 
Rules. 
Cox of New York moved an amendment 
creating a Belect committee on the tenth 
census, pending when the House adjourned 
yesterday. 
Agreed to—ICG to 90. 
The rule for the regulation of admissions 
to the fl jcr was amended by excluding ex- 
Benators from that privilege by 110 to 23. 
An amendment offered by Reed, fixing the 
order nf business, was discussed for one hour. 
The discussion ran principally in the direc­ 
tion of pointing out the utter impracticabil­ 
ity of having any public business done iu the 
House, except the passage of the appropri­ 
ation bills. 
Randall, from the Committee on Appro­ 
priations, reported the naval appropriation 
bill, and gave notice that it would be called 
up next Tuesday. 
Randall, in closing the debate on the rules, 
recognized the impossibility of Congress 
transacting more than a very Bmall percent­ 
age of the business before it. 
In the Thirty- 
eighth Congress the whole number of bills 
introduced was less than 1,000, in tbe last 
CoDgress more than 10,000. 
He opposed the 
amendment, because it would tear down 
every restraint between extravagance and 
economy. 
He suggested that the remedy 
would not be found in the rules, but such 
legislation as would provide tribunals for pri­ 
vate claims and pensions. 
Reed’s amendment was lost—yeas 120, nays 
137. 
Herbert moved to recommit the resolution, 
with instructions to report it back with an 
additional rule, providing that when the 
House is proceeding to business oa the House 
caleudir, or in Committee of the Whole, it 
shall be in order for one member, under direc­ 
tion from a committee, to make a motion to 
take up some particular bill. Boat—yeas 113, 
nayB 131. 
The report of the Committee on Rales was 
then adopted. 
Goff introduced a joint resolution, appro­ 
priating §100,000 tor the sufferers by the Ghio 
fl >ods, and tributaries. 
Referred. 
Adjourned until Monday. 
Capital Soles. 
W ashington, February 8ih.—The Presi­ 
dent to-day issued an order announcing (he 
retirement of General Sh9rman, in which he 
says : " The President deems this a fitting 
occasion to give expression to the gratitude 
felt towards General Sherman by bis fellow 
citizens, and to hope that Providence will 
grant him many years of health and happi­ 
ness in reli-f from the active duties of his 
profession.” 
A meeting of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs was held this morning, but 
no ac don was taken upon the Pacific coast 
delegation's Mil. This was the day set for 
its consideration, hut Rice of Massachusetts, 
who presented a minority report against the 
bill from the sub-committee, was not present, 
being still absent in New England, and a fur­ 
ther postponement was had until Tuesday 
next. 
Mr. Rice is expected to return next 
week. 
Senator Sla'or to-day introduced a bill au­ 
thorizing (he Secretary of the Interior to pay 
Abial Morrison, of Oregon §3.402 out of any 
money due to the Yakima an 1 Klikitjt In- 
diar8. for property destroyed by said Indians 
in 1S55. 
Senator Miller introduced a bill making 
Port Harford, in San Buis Obispo county, 
California, a port f t delivery. 
The bill pro­ 
vides for tbe appointment of a Deputy Col­ 
lector, at a salary of §1,500 per year. 
Mr. Logan, in the Senate, this morning, 
presented a petition of citizens of Oakland, 
Cab, praying for an appropriation for edu­ 
cational purposes in Alaska. 
He also pre­ 
sented a similar petition from citizens of San 
Francisco. 
Gardir.er G. Hybbard mtda an argument 
before the Senate Committee on Post; ffices 
and Post R aads to-day, upon the general sub­ 
ject of a postal telegraph, and particularly in 
answer to the recent argument of Dr. Norvin 
Green.

The Election Outrage» In If l»»l*.*l|>pl. 
W ashington, February 8th.—The Senate 
Bub-committee of elections, appointed to in­ 
vestigate the alleged election outrages in Co­ 
piah county, Mississippi, have determined to 
sit in New Orleons. 
Tney will start for that 
city next Tuesday night, and wiil summon 
witnesses from Mississippi to appear before 
them. 
The snb-committec consists of Sena­ 
tors Hoar, Frye and Cameron of Wisconsin, 
Republicans, and Saulsbury and Jones, Dem­ 
ocrats. 
That portion of Mississippi iu which 
the alleged outrages occurred is connected 
with New Orleans hy railroad, and a witness 
can reach the latter city in a few hours. The 
Democrats from Mississippi who are here 
have advised their party leaders in that State 
of the conveniug of this sub-committee, and 
they say testimony will be submitted tending 
to surprise those who expect to develop great 
election outrages. Just what this testimony 
will be is not explained, but the indications 
are that the Democrats will have a large 
nnmber of witnesses to go before the sub­ 
committee.

Vessels loading at the wharf were towed 
a way or cut adrift. 
Robert McFay, assist­ 
ant fireman of a fire compar y, was severely 
burned. 
The loss, as near as can he ascer­ 
tained, foots up §75,000. 
There was a par­ 
tial insurance on the buildings and tanks. 
The shock of the explosion was felt several 
miles away. 
Many windows were broken in 
houses two miles distant.

Island a great many windows were brcken.

He replying in the sffirmative, one 
of the occupants of the buggy placed a re­ 
volver at Brown’s breast and fired, the ball 
entering not far from the heart and lodging 
Dear the shoulder blade. Brown fell, and tbe 
men drove rapidly away. 
Tee wounded man, 
however, was able to arise, and after walking 
about a quarter cf a mile two youag men 
from this city , going toward Horton in a 
buggy, conveyed the detective to that place. 
Although the wound is a severe one, it is 
thought that it will not prove fatal, 
It is re­ 
ported here to-night that Jndd Crouch was 
seeu in the villsge of Horton about dusk, and 
Brown thinks the man who shot him looked 
very much like Judd.

Germany, at the end of 1SS1. says the 
Railroad Gazette, there were 3,606 miiea 
of railroad constructed with iron sleepers 
instead of wooden cross ties. 
Of this 
road 2,264 miles had longitudinal and 1,242 
miles transverse sleepers. 
During the year 
1S81 there was an increase of 3S0 miles laid 
with longitudinal aud 412 miles laid with 
transverse iron sleepers. 
Germany 
has 
used iron as a substitute for cross ties mnch 
more extensively than any other country, 
and apparently with satisfactory results, as 
renewals are largely made with iron, the 
whole length of new road made in 1SS1 
being much less than the increase in road 
with iron sleepere, BDd the statistics show 
that there was a decrease of the ordinary 
road with T rails on wooden cross ties 
amounting to 198 mile9 and also a decrease 
of 53 miles in rails laid with chairs on 
wooden croes ties. 
There is still 2G8 miles 
of railroad in Germany laid ou stjne sup­ 
ports, and 16 miles of such road were laid 
in 1S81. 
Iron does not seem to be used to 
any extent for this purpose elsewhere, ex­ 
cept in Holland. 


T r e e P l a n t in g o n F r e n c h H ig h R o a d s. 
The total length of public roads in France 
is 18,750 miles, of which 7,250 are border­ 
ed with trece, while 4 500 miles are being 
planted. On the remaining 7,000 miles the 
nature of the soil does not permit of plan­ 
tations. 
The trees already plauted num­ 
ber 2,678,603, principally of elm, poplar, 
acacia, plain asb. sycamore and lime trees. 
Strangers could almost find out in what 
department they are by noticing the kind 
of trees planted aloDg the high road. Thus 
the nut tree is most iu vogue in Ain, Allier, 
the Hautes Alpe?, Aube, Cher, Doubs, 
Gers, Gironde and H'erault; the chesnut 
tree in the Hautes Alpes, Aude, Charente, 
Correze and Corse ; the apple tree in Cote 
d’Or and Marne ; the mulberry tree in the 
Eastern Pyrenees, Haute Marne and Puy- 
de-Dome ; the cherry tree in Doubs, Indre, 
Jara, Landes, Loire and the Lower Pyre­ 
nees; the pear tree in Eare and Marne, 
and the service tree in Haute-Loire.—[In­ 
doors and Outdoors.
